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CHAPTER 353. 
AN ACT for the increase of the Wisconsin Na- 

tional Guard. 

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented 
in senate and assembly, do enact as follows: 

SECTION 1. The maximum number of compan- maximum 
ies of infantry of the Wisconsin National Guard cn=pbea:Yel 
that shall be entitled to state aid shall be forty- 
two (42). 

SECTION 2. The governor is hereby authorized Additional 

to cause to be mustered into the state service and trgu astersenr. 
enrolled as a part of the organized Wisconsin Na- 
tional Guard as provided by law, six companies 
of infantry, to be located in the first instance, as 
follows: One at Marinette. one at Fort Atkinson, 
one at Oconto, one at Eau Claire, and two at Mil-
waukee, which shall be included in the number of 
companies fixed by section 1, of this act. Said 
companies shall be assigned, one to the first regi-
ment, two to the second regiment, and one to the 
third regiment, and two to the fourth battalion, 
Wisconsin National Guard, respectively, and to 
receive the same pay and allowances as the com-
panies now organized. 

SECTION 3; There is hereby appropriated out Appropriation_ 

of the general fund not otherwise appropriated, a 
sum sufficient to carry out the provisions of this 
act. 

SECTION 4. This act shall take effect and be in 
force from and after its passage and publication.
